Though tattered and torn at ita 
end from whipping in the 4iooatt 
gales, the flag still is in ftfaif^fOOi 
state of preservation. 

The frigate Banger was the first 
vessel to carry the flag into Knro* 
p« an waters. Panl Jones' fag wss 
made by tlic girls of Portsmouth, 
N. 11., from their silk gowns. The 
first country in the old world to, 
salute the Stars and Str :pea wan 
France, one of her men-of-war fir- 
ing the salute as Jones came in sight 
of the French ooaat Ho carried the 
dispatdieo annonneing the snrren- 
der of Burgoync. 

The 13 stars in the flag were cut 
from the wedding gown of Hisf 
Helen Searcy of PsttWMuth, who 
had married an oflioor ia the OoBti> 
ncntal army. The griat>gmdfa> 
ther of Mr. Anthony waa a aallor on 
tho Banger and brought tt« flag 
ba^ to America. It is kept in an 
iron chest and has never been out 
of Mr. Anthony's possession since it 
waa giren him aa ft momonto of tho 
Bo?oihitioi&.

WHAT CAUSED FOOD SHORTAGE? 

Ilerl>ert Hoover, U. S. Food Admin- 
istrator, says there have been two 
prlnldpal reasons to account for the 
present food shortage. First, the "un- 
klndneas of nature," Including the lute 
wring, drougbta. hurricanes, poor con- 
dltlona of rainfall, unexpected froata 
aad periods of Intense heat In saetlaaa 
throngboat the world. 

Second, he gives "reduced produc- 
ttvtty of the soil In lOurope." Concem- 
lag this. Hoover says: "This condi- 
tion haa baaa brought about by bad 
manatenent; anakiUad work, and ladi 
a< fertUlaoca; and thaaa in turn can 
be explained by the withdrawal of men 
from farm aad field to anuy and fac- 
tory, and the amployoMnt on the soli
